o enact union laws providing for 
he "periodic election of oflicers, 
he voting rights of members, the 
conditions for admission, discipline 
and expulsion of members, the ac- 
countability for funds collected 
and disbursed." 


The association also asked for 


aws which would "assure not only 
he observance by such organiza- 
ions of the sanctity of contracts, 
vilh appropriate obligations of the 
anction similar to those imposed 
>y law upon the employer, but also 
he regulation of the right to 
trike where the public health, 
afety and welfare are involved." 
William H. Davis, former chair- 


man of the War Labor Board, told, 
the body, however, that he was 
opposed to the regulation of the 
right to 'strike, declaring "you 
can't compel a man to work."
